Place of 
birtii is not known. SUBJECT came to Dallas, Texas trtm Miani, Florida 
in 19^6, T-1 states that the only onployment indicated in their files 
for SUBJECT is that of a salesman for Sknoler Brothers, 2300 Wabasin, 
Chicago, Illinois. T-1 states that their files list the following 
addresses for SUBJECT* 1956-917 aadysldej 1959-1|608 Coltmbiaj I96O- 
Ii9l5 Live Oak. 

After all investigative leads were exhausted is was determined 
that SUBJECT'S last known address in Dallas, Texas was 223 South Ewing, 
iriiere he shared an apartment with Jack Ruby. SUBJECT no longer resides 
at this address. According to Assistant District Attorney Bill Alexander 
SUBJECT is now in the State of Mew Tork. SUBJECT'S exact location in 
New Tork is not known. 

The indices of the District Clerks' s office were searched regarding 
SUBJECT with the following results: In August 1959 the Merchandise Mart 
filed suit against SUBJECT in County Court at Law number two on Docdcet 
Number 12132-B for the amount of Five Hundred and nfteen dollars (1515.00).
